license, you still have 200 left w ith 400 bar­ 
keepers. 
H e thought the average Sacra­ 
m entan could get ju st as full in 200 saloons 
as he could in 400. 
H e knew to be a fact 
by personal experience, that a roan who 
had a appetite for drink could get as 
“ chock full,” and as "b o ilin g d ru n k ,” in 
one saloon as he could in 400. 
H e said people called him “ a crank.” 
W nen this was first applied to him he felt 
inclined to resent it. 
T he m an w ho called 
him “ a crank,” how ever, was of such im ­ 
m ense proportions he thought discretion 
the better part of valor and as a surcease for 
his sorrow went to W ebster for a definition 
of the word. 
Here lie found it defined 
“ that principle in m echanics th at m akes 
things m ove.” 
H e had been proud of the 
appelation ever since. H e and other cranks 
of his kind were m aking the grog-shops 
move, and they were m oving quite rapidly 
in som e sections of the country. 
líe said in Rhode Island prohibition was 
getting a firm hold. 
It is a very sm all 
State, hut it contains high m inded people 
A Stockton m an, he said, once stopped 
over night in the central part of the Slate 
of Rhode Island and found fault w ith its 
size. 
W hen he w ent to p u t on his shoes 
the next m orning his toes were sticking out 
over in M assachusetts. 
T he general im pression, he said of K en­ 
tucky was th at it was the hom e of w hisky, 
th at the source of ail h er stream s were 
stills, but such was not th e case. 
Three- 
fifths of th at State to-day is under prohibi­ 
tion. 
To-day four-fifths of Tennessee is under 
prohibition laws. Iu that State no saloon or 
grog shop can be m aintained w ithin four 
m iles of a school house. 
W henever a sa­ 
loon is opened in any portion of the State 
a farm er who has regard for his boys 
builds a log cabin school-house, h ire s 'a 
teacher, and if there is but one scholar that 
saloon has to go. 
In A rkansas a saloon cannot be m ain­ 
tained w ithin three m iles of a church or 
school-house, w ithout the consent of a 
m ajority of the citizens of the comm unity’, 
and the laws of th at State construe tlie 
word citizen to m ean m en anti women. 
No com m unity of m others and sisters will 
ever allow a grog shop to be established in 
the neighborhood of their loved ones,w hen 
they can prevent it. 
T he speaker related m any touching inci­ 
dents of the evils that follow in the w ake of 
the liquor traffic.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


S ix Q u ick S h o ts. 
A. J . W iison had a very narrow escape 
yesterday afternoon from being perforated 
w ith bullets. 
A bout a quarter past one 
o’clock a m an w ent into J. W . W ilson’s 
livery stable, on K street, between T bird 
and F o u rth , and hired a horse and buggy. 
A bout quarter past two A. J. W ilson, son 
o f the proprietor, received a telephone 
message from F ran k K uhstalier, a t Tw elfth 
and H streets, saying th at a m an was out 
there, drunk, w ith one of his buggies. 
Young W ilson started out at once and over­ 
hauled the m an at the first saloon on the 
other side of the levee, on Tw elfth street. 
T he fellow at once recognized him as com ­ 
ing from the stable and said he would come 
back w ith the horse as soon as he w ent 
across the bridge to see a friend. 
Mr. 
W ilson told him he w ould go w ith h im , 
and got into the buggy. 
T he m an then 
decided th at he w ould not go and a strug 
gle ensued for the possession of the buggy. 
W ilson succeeded in getting the m an out. 
but as be started to drive off, th e fellow 
tired six shots at him w ith a revolver, two 
of w hich struck the buggy, one on the hub 
and th e other on the back of the seat. R e­ 
tu rn in g to the city, Mr. W ilson reported 
th e m a.ter to the Chief o f Police, who sent 
officer Campbell out to look for the m an. 
H e found him at a grocery store o 1 Seventh 
and G streeisund lodged him in the Station- 
house, where he gave the nam e of Jo h n 
B rink and had a charge of assault to m u r­ 
der entered against him . 


HE w il l sh o o t n o m o k k . 
Shortly after m idnight B rink was found 
dead in his cell, hanging from the bars of 
the w indow. 
H e had torn his blanket into 
strips for the purpjse. 
W hether the act 
was com m itted out of rem orse for his a t­ 
tem pt to m urder 
a 
fellow -creature or 
w hether he was actuated by a com m endable 
desire to save the county the expense of 
try in g him for his crim e will never be 
knowD, as he forgot, in his haste to depart, 
to leave any w ritten or otherw ise expressed 
explanation of his act. 
It appears th at officer R ow land, the 
night-w atch at the jail, heard a noise and 
w ent to investigare. 
A s he neared the 
door of B rin k ’s cell he was assured th at 
som ething was wrong, and called officer 
A rlington, who cam e to his assistance. 
The door was forced open, and B rink found 
as described. 
H e gave one or tw o gasps 
when cut dow n and expired. 


A n o th e r P io n e e r G o n e . 
J. O. G arrett died at his residence, corner 
of N in th and V streets, Tuesday m orning 
abont 10 o’clock. T hough feeble, Mr. G ar­ 
rett had no t been confined to his bed u n til 
the last three weeks. Since then his friends 
have hourly expected his death. 
H e has 
lived in and near Sacram ento for the past 
forty years, and has a large circle of friends. 
H aving crossed the plains like m any pio­ 
neers, his fram e and flesh were strong for 
life's storm s, against w hich he has s-ood 
for eighty-one years. H e was a m an whose 
life gives strength to any com m unity, and 
whose exam ple is w orthy of im itation. 
Mr. G arratt was a m em ber of the Pioneers, 
and prided him self in the struggles inci­ 
dent to the journey they m ade here in 
early days. 
H e was a charter m em b ero f 
the Christian C hurch and was a chief pro­ 
m oter in a ll its undertakings, having con­ 
tributed largely to the present house of 
w orship. 
Mr. G arrett is the father of H iram , H enry, 
Charles and May and M ary Garrett, and 
Mrs. N. J Toll and Mrs. E. M cKillip ; and 
father-in-law of Mrs. A. Frances. 
Beside 
these children he leaves nineteen grand­ 
children and a devoted wife. 
T he funeral will take place T hursday at 


- p. M., from 'h e C hristian Church, E ighth 
street, between N and O streets. 


A V ery R a r e S p e c im e n , 
B. O. Sm ith, of 2400 P street, yesterday 
m orning exhibited at this office a specim en 
o f fru .t wh ch is very rare in th is country. 
In fact, M r. Sm ith stated th at he had show n 
the fruit to a t least a hundred people and 
not one of them was able to tell w hat it 
was, though it. was hanging upon a section 
ot the vine upon which it was grown. 
It 
was a single sam ple of the fruit of a pas­ 
sion flower grow ing beside and ru n n in g 
over his m ilk-house. 
Of the true passion 
flowers there are at least 135 species and 
varieties. T his vine appears to be the Pas- 
tijl/ira ('"ntUn. which has been know n and 
cultivated in Brazil since 1699. 
Its stem is 
of a som ew hat woody texture and attains 
considerable size. 
Its branches are abun­ 
dant, long, flexible and of rapid grow th, 
w hile the leaves are palm ate, live-parted 
and entire, the footstalks glandular. 
It 
rarely produces fruit in this country. 
The 
specim en of fruit show n by Mr. Sm ith yes­ 
terday was about the size and shape of a 
sm all h e n ’s egg, and was of a pale-yellow 
color.

Jo h n H enry M yers, Jo h n Olsen 
and 
W illiam Drager were 
arraigned before 
Judge Buckley in the Police Court yester­ 
day m orning on a charge of grand larceny. 
Ex-City A ttorney H art was em ployed by 
W illiam Lowell to assist City A ttorney 
C hurch, and conducted the prosecution. 
D istrict A ttorney M. P. B ennett, of El 
Dorado county, was present and listened to 
the proceedings. 
A t the request ot the 
City A ttorney a short-haud reporter was 
sw orn in to take dow n the testim ony. 
Long before the opening of the Court a 
crowd began to assem ble, and w hen Judge 
Buckley took his seat the room was packed 
w ith carious spectators. 
Every available 
toot of space was occupied, and no one left 
u n til the proceedings were finished. Drager 
was placed in the prisoner’s dock, and Olsen 
and Myers were given seats on the bench 
to the left of the Clerk's desk, ju st outside 
the prisoner’s dock. T he spectators in the 
back part of the room clim bed upon the 
seats and stretched their necks to get a good 
view of the countenances o f the m en who 
have created such a sensation in the com 
m unity of late by their confessions o f one 
of the m ost cruel and brutal m urders in 
th e history of crim e in this vicinity. Mvers 
and Olsen are n ot bad looking m en, but 
Drager has a repulsive countenance. 


THE EXAMINATION. 
T he first witness sw orn was W illiam M. 
Lowell, who testified that he had lived in 
Sacram ento off' and on for twenty-seven 
years. 
John 
Lowell, deceased, was his 
father, and had charge of certain ranches, 
stock and personal property belonging to 
him . 
One ranch is in E l Dorado county. 
H ad never during this year given his father 
any authority to sell any of the stock. 
Knew Myers, but never saw Olsen before. 
Som e of the stock belonging to him was 
on the El Dorado ranch anil som e in Sac­ 
ram ento county. 
A fterw ards 
he found 
tw o of the horses in the possession of 
Colonel M cNasser, two in possession of 
Mr. Bauquier, one in W oodland in the pos­ 
session of Peter Lawson, and a buggy and 
a harness aud a cow in th e possession of 
Jo h n Steen. 
Never sold any of the prop­ 
erty to the defendants or anyone else. The 
horses were w orth about $1,500 or $1 600 
Each of the defendants was asked if he 
desired to ask the witness any questions, 
aud each responded in the negative. 


STEEN ON TIIE WITNESS STAND. 
John Steen, the next w itness called, tes­ 
tified that he was in the dyeing and saloon 
business at Twenty-fifth and J streets. 
Knew Myers, Olsen and D rager; knew the 
latter since last fall, ju st after harvest, and 
got acquainted w ith Myers and Oisen last 
January, w hen they had the Klotz ranch 
rented. 
They became acquainted w ith 
D rager at his saloon, and they all used to 
visit there. 
B ought a buggy and some 
harness from Olsen and Drager, for which 
he paid $13 cash, receiving a bill of sale, 
dated Apri! 4, 1886. 
W itness produced the 
bill o f sale and it wa3 adm itted in evi­ 
dence. 
T he consideration m entioned in 
the bill of sale was $25. 
Oisen signed his 
nam e as Jo h n Selma, and Drager signed 
the nam e of B. Schm itt. 
W itness cailed 
D rager’s attention to the fact th at he did 
not sigu his own nam e, bu t he claim ed 
th at he had signed his right nam e. 
Did 
not recognize 
the buggy 
as 
Lowell's. 
Myers had said th at he had got the buggy 
up 
in 
the 
m ountains. 
Myers 
and 
Olsen had a buggy when they were on the 
Klotz ra n c h ; bought a cow from Myers 
which the latter said belonged to Mr. 
L ow ell; paid $25 for it and received a bill 
of sale signed by M yers; told Myers he 
wanted a bill of sale from Lowell, but 
Myers said Lowell had told him to write 
out a bill of sale, w hich he did, and signed 
it "H arry Myers.” 
Myers cam e into his 
place one Sunday m orning in M arch and 
said he had som e horses out on the grant 
th at he was going to sell. 
They got a 
horse and baggy from his neighbor, Mr. 
Tooniey, and w ent out to look at the 
horses. They brought in a black m are and 
colt, w hich were kept at his place one 
night, and the next day sold to M i. Gebert. 
Myers took the m are to Mr. G ebert and 
sold her in the m orning, and in the after­ 
noon he went w ith him and Myers sold the 
colt to Mr. Gebert. 
H e w ent down w ith 
Olsen to Mr. C hurchm an’s place, on J 
street, when the latter w anted to sell some 
gatigplows th at were taken as part pay­ 
m ent in the trade w ith Mr. Gebert. M yers 
had told him a m onth before th at he had 
som e horses up in the m ountains som e­ 
w here in pasture. 
In regard to th e bill of 
sale 
by Myers for Lowell’s cow witness 
said th at he just took his word for it. 
He 
never spoke to Mr. Lowell about it after­ 
wards, because he thought if there was any­ 
th in g w rong about it Mr. Lowell would 
have said so. 
Each of the defendants was asked if he 
had any questions to ask the witness. 
Drager asked him : 
“ Did I get any m oney 
on the buggy?” 
W itness replied that he 
did, and Drager sa id ; 
“ I m ust have been 
d ru n k then. 
I don't know w hether you 
paid m e $13 or not. 
I did not get it.” 
Stien said th at he paid $13 and they d i­ 
vided it upon his bar, each taking $6 50. 
He paid them $5 in gold and $8 in silver. 
They had asked him to put the am ount in 
the bill of sale at $25, but not to say any­ 
thing about w hat be did really pay. 
Olsen spoke up and said that Slien only 
paid $7 for the buggy and harness. 
Myers 
had no questions to ask. 


THE AUCTIONEER TESTIFIES. 
Louis Bell testified to selling three of the 
horses at auction. 
Kuew Myers for some 
tim e, and knew th at at one tim e he was 
running the Klotz ranch. 
Never knew 
Olsen until he brought the horses on the 
31st day of M arch. 
About two m onths 
previous, Myers notified us th at he had 
som e horses on th e ranch and th at as soon 
as he could get around to it he would 
bring 
them 
in 
to 
be 
sold. 
About 
the 
latter part of M arch 
he 
stopped 
in 
and 
told 
Mr. 
Lam bert 
that 
he 
had 
som e 
horses 
th at he would send 
in to sell on Saturday. They were sent in 
and I sold them . Olsen brought them and 
wanted the m oney, but I would not pay 
him . 
I w anted Myers to come so th at I 
could see if it was th e sam e Myers, so that 
I could guarantee the title. 
Myers cam e 
down tow ards evening, and so I guaranteed 
the title to Colonel McNasser. H eunderstood 
Olsen to say th at he was Myers’ brother. 
W itness continued—So along towards 
evening when Myers cam e down, of course, 
know ing Myers so long, I suppose, and 
never having heard anything against him , 
and supposing th at lie was an upright, 
honest m an. I paid him the m oney. 
As he 
passed o ut he threw m e a h alf dollar and 
says: “ Go and take som ething ” 
H e did 
not know I did not take anything. 
H e 
went along and threw the book keeper a 
h alf and savs: ‘ You go take som ething ” 
Then be cam e to Lam bert and threw him 
a h alf and said: “ Y ou go take som ething.” 
He could afford to do th at on m y m oney. 
Of course I guaranteed the horses to Mr. 
McNasser. 
I supposed everything was all 
straight. 
Myers never said Olsen was his 
brother. 
W hen the defendants were asked by th e 
Court it they had any questions to ask. 
Olsen said th at he did not tell Mr. Bell 
th at he was Myers' brother. 
Mr. Bell said he was not positive, but he 
was under the im pression th at he did. 
He 
gave as an excuse for M yers’ not com ing 
him self th at he had erysipelas and when 
Myers came down he had a com forter or 
scarf wrapped around his head. 


CHIEF LEE’S TESTIMONY. 
Ctiief of Police T im othy 
Lee was the 
next witness. 
H e gave briefly th e state­ 
m ents m ade to him by the prisoners, all of 
which have been published in the R ec o r d- 
U n io n . 
The statem ents were freely and 
voluntarily made, w ithout any inducem ent 
or offer of reward, and they were notified 
of their rights. 
T he story in brief was 
th at they left here to go to the Lowell 
ranch for the horses. 
They do not exactly 
agree 
as 
to 
the 
date, 
but 
it 
was 
som ew here 
near 
the 
20th 
of March. 
They 
all 
agre>sd 
on

They 
acknow ledge taking 
the horses, except 
Drager, who claim ed that he did not go 
on the Lowell ranch: th at be did not go 
w ithin a m ile and a half ot it; th at he re­ 
m ained iti cam p w hile the other two went 
to the ranch: th at they were gone all day 
and cam e hack with the horses. 
Both 
Oisen and Myers con'radicted that and said 
that they all three went on th e L 'well 
ranch: all three took the horses, a buggy, 
som e harness, and everything they could 
pick up around the place. T hat they killed 
a c a 'f and pu t that in the wagon and 
brought it along w ith them . 
Tbev said 
they drove all night and arrived the follow­ 


ing m orning at Oak Grove, on th e G rant, 
five or six m iles from the city. 
Myers : 
brought two m ares into the city, sold them 
and returned 
M onday night. 
Tuesday ¡ 
they w ent to W oodland, stopped a few days, I 
sold another horse lor $130 to Peter Law- 
sou, brought the rest back to Sacram ento 
and had them sold at auction by Mr. Bell. ' 
T hey confessed th at they stole the horses 
from Lowell's ranch. 
T he statem ents of 
Olsen and Drager were m ade in the pres­ 
ence of Myers, and M yers’ statem ent m ade 
in the presence of Olsen and 
Drager. 
Drager’s statem ent was not m ade in the 
presence of either of the others. 
N either of th e defendants desired to ask 
the Chief any questions. 


JACOB GEBBRT’s STATEMENT. 
Jacob G ebert testified th at he wa3 the 
proprietor of the U nion Brew ery at Tw en­ 
tieth and O streets. 
Knew Myers from 
having seen him at the W illiam Tell 
H ouse. 
In M arch Myers cam e to his place 
w ith a black m are and colt, w hich he 
w anted to sell to him . 
Told him he did 
not w ant them . 
T here were present a 
m an nam ed Toomey, Jo h n W ingard, Dr. 
H ughson and others. 
I told bitu I wanted 
m y m oney to build the brew ery again, as 
there bad been a fire there. 
H e wanted 
$75 or $80 for the m are, an d I told him I 
would give him $50 aud tw o gang plows. 
H e 
w anted 
m e 
to 
buy the 
m are 
and 
colt 
both, 
and 
I ' 
told 
him 
I 
did 
not 
want 
the 
colt. 
H e 
still insisted and I told him 1 would give 
him $40 for the colt. 
H e would not sell 
the colt, and took $50 and the gang plows 
for the m are. 
I wrote out a bill of sale 
and he sign< d it. 
W e took a drink, and 
the cult broke loose and ran off, and I put 
the m are in the stable. 
In the evening 
M yers and Steen cam e and brought tne 
col:. Steen was leading 11 and Myers was 
behind w ith a sw itch, I think. 
Mvers 
w anted m e to stick to m y offer of $40' for 
the colt, and I finally agreed to. 
I wrote 
out a check for the am ount on the Califor­ 
nia State Bank, bu t Myers said he wanted 
to go aw ay in the m orning, and would 
treat if I would pay in cash. 
I tore up the 
check and paid him in cash, and th at was 
the end of it. 
1 took them under the im ­ 
pression th at they cam e from the Klotz 
ranch. 
H e told m e th at he was going to 
quit ranching and going into som ething 
else. 
H e was paying $1,000 rent there and 
it did not pay. 
I asked Steen if they were 
M yers’ horses, and he said “yes.” 


STEEN BROUGHT IN. 
N one of the defendants w ished to ask 
witness any questions, but Jo h n Steen arose 
and s a id : 
“ I w ould iike to ask Mr. Gebert a ques­ 
tion. 
I told you a t the tim e you asked me 
if Myers owned th e horses,'that I did not 
know; that you m ight know him better 
th sn I did. 
You w anted m e to sign the 
bill.” 
Gebert—I said if Steen says the horses 
are yours, and he signs the note, then I pay 
you. 
I know th a t you said you did not 
w ant to sign the note. 
Steen—I told you th at I did no t know . 
Gebert—Y on said these horses were M y­ 
ers’; th at’s w hat you said. 
I know p ar­ 
ticularly. 
Steen—If I ain ’t m istaken he told vou he 
had som e horses up on the A uburn road. 
D idn’t he m ention a nam e around there? 
Gebert—H e said he had horses on the 
ranch. 
H e didn’t say w hat ranch. 
I 
thought it was the K lotz ranch. 
H art— Did Mr. Steen say the horses were 
all right? 
Gebert—H e says th at the horses w ere 
M yers’; th at is all I know. 
I took tnein 
under the im pression th at Mr. Steen give. 
Steen was living in town, and had property 
here. 
If Myers had come alone I do not 
think I would have taken them under anv 
circum stances. 
' 


CAPTAIN MATT KARCHER 
W as the next witness. 
H e detailed the 
statem ents m ade by M yers and Drager in 
his presence, substantially the sam e as 
Chief Lee had giveu them . 
H e had never 
had any conversation w ith Olsen. 
H e also 
stated that John Steen had voluntarily de­ 
livered to him the buggy, shotgun, harness, 
ropes and other things, and had told him 
that, he had a cow bought from Myers, 
w hich had belonged to Jo h n Lowell. 


SHERIFF M. M. DREW 
Testified to the statem ents m ade by Olsen 
as already published in the R e c o r d-U n io n . 
The prosecution rested their case and the 
Court asked the defendants if they had any 
witnesses or desired to m ake any statem ents. 
L>rager said he had nothing to say. 


JOHN OLSEN TESTIFIES. 
Olsen desired to be sw orn and m ake a 
statem ent. 
H e testified th at they left Sac­ 
ram ento to go hunting, and not for the 
purpose of killing Lowell. 
Thev stopped 
the first night about four m iles from R ock­ 
lin , and the n ext day drove np in the foot­ 
hills and cam ped another nieht. T he next 
night they reached 
Lowell’s ranch and 
siept in the barn. 
Lowell cam e about 12 
o’clock at night. 
H e cooked breakfast for 
them in the m orning, and they all went 
out around the ranch. 
W hen they came 
back M yers’ gun w ent 
off and struck 
Lowell in the back of th e neck. 
A t that 
tim e he was w alking ahead of the other 
three about ten feet. 
W itness then de­ 
tailed the sale of the horses, saying th at 
M yers had given him $75 for his share. 
In answ er to questions p ut by Mr. H art 
Olsen stated that Drager was on the ranch 
when Lowell was killed, and was w alking 
behind with Lowell and Myers. 
Being 
asked why he signed the nam e of John 
Selm an to the bill of sale, he said he had 
som etim es gone by that nam e on board 
ship w hen he was a sailor. 
W hen arrested 
he was going under the nam e of W ilson, 
which he claim ed was the sam e as Olsen in 
his language. 
M yers declined to be sw orn, saying he 
first desired the advice of counsel. 


ALL THREE HELD. 
Judge Buckley held all three of the de­ 
fendants to answ er before the Superior 
Court, with bail fixed at $10.000 in each 
case, and ordered them placed in the cus­ 
tody of the Sheriff. 
D istrict A ttorney B ennett, of E l Dorado 
county, stated th at w arrants were out on 
com plaints filed in that county, charging 
them with m urder, and th at the officers of 
that county would be ready to take them 
on Thursday. 
T he prisoners were taken below, and the 
crowd poured out of the Court-room . 


ARREST OF STEEN. 
A m ong the last to start for the door was 
Jo h n Sieen, who had been a witness in the 
case and was w ithiu the rail. 
As he at­ 
tem pted to go out Court officer F ran k Ri­ 
der placed him under arrest on a charge of 
receiving stolen property, know ing it to 
have been stolen. 
H e sank dow n in a 
chair and seemed to be deeply moved. 
H e 
was taken below, searched and locked up. 


TAKING THEIR MARKS. 
Soon after Court adjourned Myers, Oisen 
aud Drager were 
taken 
in to 
Captain 
K archer’s office, separately, and th eir de­ 
scriptions entered upon th e police record- 
book. 
T he descriptions ran about as fol­ 
lows :
